On Saturday afternoon a drunken 
man, Oscar Morton, from uear Slan- 
tou, Powell county, presented himself 
at the gate and demanded admission 
to the Fair Grounds.

Morton, still trying to pas*, 
was knocked down twice by the gate- 
keeper, Chas. Hogg. Morton then 
weut off, and, arming himself with 
two pistols, came back to the gatoand 
deeiared he would pass in. The 
Sheriff \V. A. Simms, who was at 
hand, stepped forward to arrest Mor- 
ton, when without warning hp drew 
two pistols, and opening lire, shot the

this sum, because a customer might 
drop in his place of business the time 
he is out and fail to be pleased be- 
cause this member of the Arm, who 
usually waited on him, was not pres- 
ent, and thereby the loss cannot be 
estimated. Then if every one of the 
circulars fell Into the hands of persons 
who would make good customers, it 
would not be as effective as an adver- 
tisement in a newspaper with an aver- 
age circulation, and the cost would be 
one-half, and aside from building up 
the advertiser's business, it would also 
promote the interests of the publisher. 
While circular advertising is bencfi 
cial, those in the newspaper* bring in 
better results. Care must be taken 
in the wording of advertisement^. 
The trade should not be made to ex- 
pect more than what is to be given and 
the medium is the most important to bo 
considered of all. Don't be talked 
into a thing against your Judgment. 
You should know the number and 
character of readers, and this should 
determine where to place the adver- 
tisement. Advertising is necessary, 
and equally so is .the choice of the 
proper medium.

It is said the Federal grand jury at 
Madison , Wis., has returned indict- 
ments against sixty people for con- 
spiring to defraud the United States. 
The indictments are all in connection 
with fraudulent laud entries and 
swindles at Ashland, Wu-., by which 
millions of dollars' worth of pine lauds 
were stolen from the Government. 

The Kentucky Union Railroad, 
which was brought in by J. Kennedy 
Todd some time ago under foreclosure 
proceedings for $1,000,000, is to be 
taken out of the hands of tl e receive 1 , 
Mr. Hamilton F. Kean, to-day. It i» 
likely the road will contini e to be 
managed by Capt. James Phillips, the 
present General Superintendent. The 
rond is now in prosperous condition, 
and will thereafter be able to earn 
fixed charges, 

A dispatch from Kansas City says 
that a special committee of the Kan- 
sas City Council, which has been in- 
Testigating the cause of the falling off 
of the saloon revenues of the police 
department, and consequent reduction 
of the city general fuud, in its report 
makes startling disclosures. It is 
shown that while $4,500 was monthly 
received from the different "joints," 
but $3,200 of that amount was turned 
into the city treasury. 



The West India hurricane which 
swept the Atlantic coast the paBt week 
has proved far more disastrous than 
the one which preceeded it. The 
worst damage was done at St. Pierre 
and Miquelon Islands, Newfoundland, 
where 300 vessels were damaged, fifty 
ot them being completely wrecked, 
and thirty lives were lost. Around 
New York the storm was extremely 
severe, and many vessels were 
wrecked. All along the coast from 
Cape Hatteras northward the storm 
has been violent. 



State inspector and Examiner, Gard- 
ner, has made a report to Gov. Brown 
on the fraudulent assessment and sale 
ot land in Mogoffln county, whereby 
the State has been swindled out of a 
large sum of money. By the collusion 
of several county officers fictitious lists 
of property assessed at an exorbitant 
value, sold for taxes, purchased for the 
State and recorded, for all of which 
fees were charged. Inspector Gard- 
ner recommends that the Magoffin 
grand jury and the Attorney General 
take the matter up.

Crop Report. 



(October 8, 1894 ~) 
There has been no very materls 
•hange in the condition of the con 
■rop since my last report. Thi 
weather has been fine for drying and 
maturing the crop. Cutting is pro 
aressing well, and wheat sowing ha> 
•ommenced. In many localities th< 
■rop is good, and where it has beei. 
•■bucked for feeding purposes the 
y ield is fully up to expectations. The 
Government report for Sept. makes * 
had showing for corn. Mr. Henry A 
Itobinson, "the U. S. Statistician" says, 
"excepting the month of Sept. 1881, 
the September condition for corn for 
1894, is the lowest on record. In the 
month of September 1881, 1» stood at 
00 against the present month, record 
63.4. In all the surplus corn States, 
with the exception of Illinois, the de- 
cline from the August condition is von 
decided. All the Southern States 
bowing good gains and all report flue 
crops. A special report trom eight 
Western States shows that out of an 
aggregate of 40,873,984 acres planted, 
there has been abandoned or cut up 
tor fodder in round numbers 15.500,- 
000, or 38 per cent The Statistician 
estimates this abandoned area to 
to about 20 per cent, of the entire 
acreage planted in the United States. 
The average condition of corn in Ken- 
tucky is placed at 84.2 per cent. 

WHEAT. 

The indications are that there wil| 
not be a large crop of wheat sown this 
fall, the rains came too late to prepare 
the lands for plowing, and the very 
low price has discouraged the farmer 
from planting a large crop. Some 
are substituting barley and others rye. 
Very much of the prcoent crop is being 
ted to the hogs, which will be a vast 
laving to the corn crop. I have asked 
the correspondents this mouth as to 
the average yield per acre this year. 
The average is placed at 14 5 bushels, 
and all agree that the quality is 

iperior grade, and is placed at 96 per 
ceut. 

KYE. 

The ryo crop of the largest pro- 
lucing States, namely, Pennsylvania, 
New York and Wisconsin, show a very 
air crop. The indications are th t 
here will be a larger crop raised in 
tentucky next year than usual. The 
:rop has been so small that it has been 
difficult to get a very accurate report. 
The average yield per acre is placed 
at 14 3 bushels. The quality of the 
grain is placei/at 91 percent. 

OATS. 

The average yield per acre is placed 
at 22.7 bushels. The average qaaliiy 
s placed at 87 per cent. The Govern- 
nent Statistician says "that as this is 
he last report on the condition of this 
rop for the present season, it may be 
taken as indicating a crop considerably 
below the average ." 

BARLEY. 

The average yield per acre for bar- 
ley, is 24.2 bushels. There will be a 
larger acreage of bailey sown this 
year than usual. The Government 
report shows the lowest September 
average during the last ten years . 

POTATOES. 

The early crop of potatoes made a 
fair yield in most localities, but the 
late crop ' vei y much reduces the 
average. The average condition of 
the crop on October 1st is 79.3 per cent. 
The farmer should house them well 
this winter, for the U . S. Statistician 
reports their condition for the whole 
country at 62.4. The sweet potato 
crop is placed at 73 .8 per cent. 

The money from the sale of hogs is 
more generally distributed among the 
farmers thau that of any other class of 
stock. I have, therefore, tried to gel 
as full a report from all over tho State 
possible as to the amount being tod 
om all reports there will bo a 
shortage of 15 7 per cent. From the 
Government report as to the number 
of stock hogs to be fed this fall shows 
a reduction of 10 per cent, as com- 
pared to last year. In the Western 
States where the drought was i 
severe, hogs are being driven in more 
favorable localities for feeding, 
pigs are being very little cared 
for. The county of Monroe "reports 
cholera raging among tho hogs, and 
some diseases from other counties are 
reported." 

CATTLE.

Grasses of all kinds are reported 
very short In many localities; all 
kinds of grass has not grown as it 
was thought it would have done since 
the rains commenced.

THE FIRST ENGLISH POEM. 

VTbtn *nd Where It W« Written. With 
the Fwti Concerning It. 

The first true English jxiem is the 
work of Cmdinon and is from North- 
umbria (Nortbumbria, it should be 
remembered, meant formerly the 
whole of England north of the Hum- 
bor, and it extended beyond the Scot- 
tish border), enys an English author- 
ity. The story of it, as told by Bede, 
proves that the making of songs was 
common at the time. Ctedmon was 
a servant to the monastery of Hild, 
an abbess of royal blood, at Whitby, 
in Yorkshire. He was somewhat aged 
when the gift of song came to him, 
and he knew nothing of the art of 
verse, so that at the fe<«te when, for 
the sake of mirth, all sMig in turn 
he left the table. 

One bight, having dono so, and 
g-.netotbe'smbles. for he had tho care j 
of tbe cattle, he fell asleep, and one 
came to him in a vision and said, | 
"Caedmon, sing me a song." And he 
answered, "1 cannot sing; for this 
cr.use I left the feast and came hither*" j 
Theneaid tbe ether, "However, you! 
slip.ll sing !" "What shall 1 sing?" he 
replied. "Sing tb>.i beginning of cre- 
ated things!" answered the other. 
Whereupon he began to sing verse to 
the praise of God, and, awakening, 
remembered what he had sung'and 
added pore in verse worthy of God.

The subjects of the poem were taken 
from the Bible— in fact Csedomn 
paraphrased the history of ' the OKI 
and theNew Testaments. He sang the 
creation of the^vorld, the history of 
Israel, the book of Daniel, the whole 
story of the life off Christ, future 
judgment, purgatory, hell and heav- 
en. All who heard ft thought it di- 
vinely given.

A bronze 
piece issued during the same peried 
boars the words, "Always bright." 

Another piece of the same reign 
has upou his face, "Prevailing pros- 
perity, heavy money." The brass 
cash of the presont emperor of China 
bears the words, "Bright beginning, 
current money," and on the reverse, 
"Treasury weight, one raace," and 
the name of the mint at which it 
was coined. The Korean coinage, 
which resembles the Chinese cash 
in many particulars in its inscrip- 
tion, bears the inscription, "Always 
peaceful, current money," and on the 
reverse, "All four," which means 
that the coin should be good in all 
four directions of the country. 

Another set of aoins issued at the 
mint in Seoul, Korea, is inscribed, 
"Great East," one of the names given 
to Korea, as the great country east 
of China. Another word or charac- 
ter upon the coin indicates "gate," 
which probably means that the coin 
is to go out for circulation among the 
people. Still another coin bears the 
words, "Great Kate, value of one 
hundred."— Hamilton (Ont.) Times. 



A substance is said to undergo so- 
lution when the force of adhesion 
between it and a liquid in which it 
is immersed is sufficient to overcome 
the force of cohesion betweenftbe 
solid particles. The liquid which af- 
fects the solution is termed the sol- 
vent. If solid bodies be introduced 
in successive small portions into a 
definite quantity of liquid capable of 
dissolving it, the tii«t portions disap- 
pear most quickly, and each portion 
dissolves more slowly till the liquid 
ceases to possess nuy solvent power. 
When this occurs, the solution is said 
to be saturated, the powers of cohe- 
sion being balanced. But saturation 
may exist with regard to one body 
and not to another. Thus water sat- 
mteted v.ith common salt will still 
dissolve sulphate of soda, and vioe 
versa. So also a saturated solution 
of common sirlt will dissolve sugar. 

The saturating power of bodies is 
in many east's greatly influenced by 
heat, while in others variations of 
temperature produoe but little effect. 
Thus cold water will take up nearly 
as much common salt as hot water, 
but sulphate of sodaiis more sol- 
uble in hot water than in cold, and 
hence it is thut a saturated hot solu- 
tion of this and many other salts de- 
poaita crystals ou cooling. Under 
oerUnn conditions a saturated solu- 
tion may be sooled down without 
any of the dissolved solid separating 
from it. The solution would then 
contain more of the solid than it 
would contain at that particular tem- 
perature under ordinary conditions. 
Such a solution is said to be supersat- 
urated.— Brooklyn Eagle.
